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Drug bust nets $1.1M cash, marijuana

Police last week seized $1.1 
million in cash and 118 pounds of 
marijuana in the largest drug bust 
in Agawam history. 

Eric Gillis, Agawam’s chief of 
police, gave few details about the 
Oct. 17 bust, which he termed an 
“active and ongoing investigation,” 
in an Oct. 21 press conference. He 
said the drugs, which have a street 
value of $384,000, and the money 
were found at an Agawam location 
as detectives pursued a lead aris- 
ing from a search warrant executed 
earlier that day in town. 
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Gillis did not announce any ar- 
rests or suspects at the press con- 
ference, but said that police “have 
identified a target in this investiga- 
tion, and an arrest of that subject is 
imminent.” 

He said his department is work- 
ing with the Hampden County 
district attorney’s office, the U.S. 
attorney’s office in Springfield 
and the federal Drug Enforcement 
Agency’s Springfield office. Detec- 
tives and officers from the South- 
wick, Westfield and West Spring- 
field police departments were also 
involved in the bust last Friday. 

The drug operation uncovered 
in Agawam has “ties and impli- 


cations that extend outside of the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts,” 
Gillis added. He said it is neces- 
sary to withhold details of the 
operation, including the location 
of the drug bust, to maintain “the 
broader investigation” into this 
drug operation. 

Gillis said it was the largest sei- 
zure of currency in Agawam Police 
history, and one of the largest nar- 
cotics seizures ever in the town. 

Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen 
praised the hours of police work 
that uncovered the drug operation. 

“T couldn’t be more proud of 
them,” Cohen said. ““We were able 
to take a lot of drugs off the street.”

Sports Plex 
zone change 
withdrawn

The issue of the proposed Sports Plex was 
over before it started Monday night. 

It was just 45 minutes before the regular 
meeting of the Agawam City Council when sev- 
eral Feeding Hills area residents were starting 
to file into the auditorium at Roberta Doering 
School prepared to fight for the character of 
their neighborhood. 

As they entered, they learned the applicant, 
DCJ Realty, had withdrawn its application just 
a couple of hours earlier. 

More than 100 residents living in Feed- 
ing Hills around South West Street, where the 
proposed four-field soccer complex that would 
have had two inflatable domes would be locat- 
ed, would end up attending the council meeting 
by the time the council convened. 

When the council convened at 7 p.m., Coun- 
cil President Christopher Johnson made the for- 
mal announcement that no public hearing would 
be held and there was immediate applause and 
cheering from the crowd, which summarily 
filed out of the council chambers after learning 
their neighborhood would not be disturbed. 

The residents have been united throughout 
the process, and a similar crowd had appeared 
in front of the Planning Board last month to

Cinemas will reopen with help from the crowd

Kimberly Wheeler, a lifelong 
Agawam resident who has spent 
so many hours watching films at 
the local movie theater, wasn’t 
ready for the curtain to fall when 
Agawam Family Cinemas closed 
in May. 

So she put up some of her own 
money, got a loan from Easthamp- 
ton Savings Bank and a lease from 
Southgate Plaza, and plans to 
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reopen the theater with first-run 
movies in November. Now she’s 
asking for some of her fellow film 
aficionados to pitch in, too. 

“The landlord has agreed to do 
a lot of the construction and fixes 
inside the building that it desper- 
ately needs,’ Wheeler said. “The 
other hurdle we’re overcoming is 
the digital projection equipment. 

.. To fill in that little bit of a gap 
from what I haven’t been able to 
invest personally.” 

The Agawam twin theater, which 
dates back to the 1970s when it 
opened as a Jerry Lewis Cinema, 
has shown second-run movies over 
the past few years and never made 


the transition to digital projectors. 
Reopening the theater will require 
a $113,000 investment in projec- 
tion equipment. Earlier this month, 
Wheeler opened a campaign on 
Kickstarter.com, a “‘crowdsourc- 
ing” website, to raise $40,000 to 
fund a new projector for one of the 
auditoriums. 

“We’re getting hundreds of mes- 
sages from people that are just the 
most amazing outpouring of sup- 
port,’ Wheeler said. “They’re of- 
fering their services, they’re offer- 
ing ideas. I’ve never seen anything 
like it, as far as community spirit. 
It’s so rare for a town to have the

When you see Agawam’s Mark Del Negro 
die on screen, don’t let it get you down. 

He isn’t dying, he’s living. 

The first-time producer-director will pre- 
miere his new horror film, “Blood Reser- 
voir,” Friday in Springfield. Local theater- 
goers may recognize some of the locations 
— the film was shot in Agawam, Granville, 
Southwick and Suffield — but there will be 
no mistaking the look on Del Negro’s face 
in the audience: pride and accomplishment. 

Del Negro, a 1998 graduate of Agawam 
High School, has taken an atypical path to 
the cinema. He went to Northeastern Uni- 
versity for a master of business administra- 
tion degree, and is probably best known in 
town for having run for state representative. 
But in 2012, he quit a well-paying job in 
Pennsylvania to come home and pursue his 
love of writing and filmmaking. 

“T was flying home every single weekend, 
just to be here,” Del Negro said. “I had made 
enough money to say, ‘Let me take a leap 
of faith.” 

That leap of faith involved partnering with 
Rob Wells, his financial backer from Stock- 
ton, California, on a zombie film called “The 
Undead.” But that story needed a larger 
budget than a first-time production com- 
pany could handle, so Del Negro and Wells 
shelved it in favor of a new project. 

“Blood Reservoir” is classified by the 
Screen Actors Guild as an “ultra-low- 
budget” production, meaning less than 
$600,000. Del Negro said he wouldn’t re- 
veal the actual cost of making the film — 
to preserve his position in negotiations over 
future distribution rights — but said the In- 
ternet Movie Database estimate of $100,000 
is “reasonable.” 

The film follows a group of young people 
who head into the woods by a reservoir, each 
with a hidden agenda. 

“All the campers are prisoners of their 
vices. They basically get what’s coming to 
them in the end,” Del Negro said. 

Del Negro said the frantic pace of direct- 
ing and producing a movie — his production 
company isn’t called Mad Chaos for noth- 
ing — left him little time to be star-struck by 
his two headlining actors, who had costarred 
in the 1983 cult slasher classic “Sleepaway 
Camp.”

“T remember picking Felissa [Rose] up at 
the airport, and her bags got lost. That kind 
of humanized her,” Del Negro said. “I can’t 
be a fan. I’m their boss. The only time I ever 
thought about it was when Jon Tiersten was 
in my pool. ... You realize it afterward. Oh 
my God, I grew up watching these guys. Oh 
my God, we finished a movie.” 

Frank Sorrentino, brother of “The Situ- 
ation” from “Jersey Shore” and also a cast 
member in “Sleepaway Camp,” plays a local 
sheriff in “Blood Reservoir.” 

The film opens Friday night, Oct. 24, at 
Entertainment Cinemas in Springfield, and 
will play there for a week, until Halloween. 
It will also be screened at the Hot Springs 
Horror Festival in Arkansas and at select 
theaters across the country. 

“Blood Reservoir” includes a few insid- 
er treats for locals. There are scenes in the 
Granville Country Store and at the Hubbard 
River Falls. A carefully framed aerial shot 
of the Connecticut River stands in for the 
titular reservoir. One of the characters goes 
to Mawaga State University — spell it back- 
wards. Del Negro even filmed an outdoor 
scene on his own property in Agawam. 

Del Negro didn’t film here just so that a 
supporting actor could name-check Holyoke 
or to cut down on his commute, though. The 
state’s tax incentive for filmmakers played a 
large role in the decision. Del Negro said a 
production that spends at least $50,000 will 


get back one-third of what it spends in taxes. 

He makes a cameo appearance early in 
this film (“like Alfred Hitchcock,” he jokes) 
— 30 seconds and then he’s killed. As a 
filmmaker, though, he plans to stay on the 
local scene a bit longer than that. 

Mad Chaos’ next production will be 
“Aleister,” about a family that moves into 
a house haunted by the ghost of Aleister 
Crowley, the British occultist of the early 
20th century. That film will also be filmed in 
Western Mass., over the winter, and released 
midway through 2015. By then, said Del Ne- 
gro, Mad Chaos will have resumed produc- 
tion of “The Undead,” with an eye toward 
releasing it next Halloween. 

Though his first three films are horror 
staples — slashers, ghosts, zombies — Del 
Negro doesn’t see himself as a horror direc- 
tor, or even a horror fan. He notes that block- 
buster directors Steven Spielberg and Peter 
Jackson both started in horror. His plan is to 
prove himself on these low-budget produc- 
tions, like they did, and work his way up to 
comedy and eventually a big-budget World 
War II film. 

At least, that’s the plan. But he’s not in it 
for the money or the fame. 

“This is something I like to do,” Del Ne- 
gro said. “Some people like to play golf, 
it’s their hobby. They’re not Tiger Woods, 
maybe they’re a 5 handicap, but they’ll keep 
doing it as long as God permits them.”

Dreams on the 
silver screen 


Going to a movie is like watching some- 
one else’s dream. 

The lights go down. An image fades 
into view. Your brain stops thinking and 
surrenders to the stories, colors, sensa- 
tions before you. 

For some theatergoers, like Agawam’s 
Mark Del Negro, movies are a different 
sort of dream — a dream job, a dream life- 
style. And the chance to share his dream, 
his creative vision, is a dream come true. 

You may find “Blood Reservoir,’ play- 
ing this week at Entertainment Cinemas 
in Springfield, to be more of a nightmare 
than a dream — it’s a slasher film, after 
all — but not Del Negro, the man who is 
making his debut as a feature film director 
and producer. 

Like most real-life dreams, it’s built on 
hard work. No multimillion-dollar bud- 
gets or five-star hotels on this production; 
it was an independent effort held together 
by a local guy who wrote the script, scout- 
ed the locations, hired the cast and crew, 
managed logistics — even picking up ac- 
tors at the airport himself — and, on top of 
all that, directed the film. 

For anyone who’s met Del Negro, 
“Blood Reservoir” is about more than 
a camping trip gone awry, or a couple 
screams in between bites of popcorn on 
Friday night. Like all independent films, 
it’s also a story about a creative leader 
who followed his dream — and put in 
some long, tiring days of labor to bring it 
to life. 


It could be your dream, too 

Of course, the same technology that 
made Del Negro’s dream possible pres- 
ents a hurdle to another Agawam resi- 
dent’s cinema dream. Digital video cam- 
eras and editing technology have made 
film production accessible to a whole gen- 
eration of independent filmmakers, but the 
industry’s move to full digital projection 
— away from old-fashioned celluloid film 
— means Kimberly Wheeler faces a hefty 
bill for new digital projectors before she 
can reopen Agawam Cinemas in South- 
gate Plaza. 

Like Del Negro, Wheeler is putting in 
some of her own money and a lot of sweat 
equity to make her dream come true. But 
she needs help raising the final $40,000 to 
buy a projector for the second auditorium. 
She’s turned to Kickstarter.com, a crowd- 
sourcing website where ordinary folks 
— Agawam residents, former cinema pa- 
trons, perfect strangers — can contribute 
a few dollars (or a few thousand dollars) 
and receive a little recognition in return. 

It’s worth a look, at https://www.kick- 
starter.com/projects/1162696934/save- 
the-agawam-cinemas. Bringing back 
Agawam’s small-town cinema is _ her 
dream — but close your eyes and picture 
dinner-and-a-movie deals at local res- 
taurants, Agawam teens going on a date 
without having to leave town, community 
programs and birthday parties at our very 
own cinema ... it could be your dream, 
too. 

And making dreams come true is what 
the movies are all about.

voice displeasure with the proposal. 

The Planning Board voted unanimously 
not to recommend the zone change neces- 
sary to move the project forward. 

“T am glad to see the application for the 
Sports Plex has been withdrawn,” said South 
West Street resident Aline Stolar. “We had 
an overwhelming response against this pro- 
posal from the neighborhood and we were 
ecstatic when we walked in here and found 
it was not going forward.” 

The one caveat to the withdrawal of the 
application is that DCJ Realty has the ability 
to re-apply for a zone change in the future. 

One resident, Dale Bogelisch, said he 
was concerned the applicant could bring 
back a revised proposal in an effort to gain 
favor with the Planning Board. He and the 
residents of the neighborhood will continue 
to be vigilant to protect the quiet, peaceful 
neighborhood they are accustomed to. 

Bogelisch said another big issue for him 
is the fact the application did not have any 
objections from town department heads. He 
said the proposal for a zone change should 
have been considered illegal because spot 
zoning is not allowed in Massachusetts. Spot 
zoning is defined as a property with a zone 
that is different than surrounding properties. 
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“The town has to recognize that spot zon- 
ing is not a good way to do business,” said 
Bogelisch. “And our town planner told us in 
a meeting that spot zoning is illegal.” 

DCJ had originally proposed utilizing 
69 acres of open land zoned residential on 
South West Street and changing the zone 
to business. DCJ proposed creating four 
soccer fields that could be used for leagues 
and tournaments, with two inflatable domes 
keeping the action going throughout the 
winter. 

Several residents who spoke at the Plan- 
ning Board meeting last month said they had 
issues with the potential major traffic activ- 
ity that four soccer fields would bring. They 
also had concerns about enough parking on 
the site and noise that would come from the 
complex. 

Johnson apologized to residents attending 
the council’s public hearing because he was 
notified at 5:09 p.m. about the application 
withdrawal. He told residents if another ap- 
plication is submitted, they would be noti- 
fied. 

Councilor Donald Rheault, who lives 
in Feeding Hills, said he liked the idea of 
adding more soccer fields in town, but was 
against the location and would have voted 
against it. 
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Golf panel may change focus

There is a possible peaceful end in sight 
for the battle between the Agawam City 
Council and management of the Agawam 
Municipal Golf Course. 

At the next council meeting, scheduled 
for Nov. 5, Council President Christopher 
Johnson and Councilor James Cichetti may 
propose an amendment to a resolution seek- 
ing an investigation into the business prac- 
tices of the golf course. 

The investigation resolution has been on 
the council table for more than two months 
now. Councilors Johnson, Dennis Perry, and 
Gina Letellier had proposed the investiga- 
tion, looking for more information about 
why the golf course has been losing money 
in three of the last four years. 

At the council’s Oct. 20 meeting, Johnson 
asked his fellow councilors to keep the reso- 
lution on the table because he is working on 
a possible amendment. 

After the meeting, Johnson and Cichetti 
said they would like to amend the investi- 
gation resolution and turn the three-member 
committee into a five-member sub-commit- 
tee that would work at finding ways business 
could be improved at the golf course. 

“We are thinking we could broaden the 
membership of the committee and change 
their focus a bit,’ said Johnson. Johnson 
said the amendment would propose adding 
a member of the Golf Commission and the 
course manager to the sub-committee. 

Cichetti said he is hoping the amendment 
will bring a peaceful resolution to the hard 
feelings that have developed between the 
council and golf course management. 

“We just want to get this issue resolved 
and move on,” said Cichetti. ““We want to 
help the golf course make improvements so 
business will be better.” 

During public comment at the Oct. 20 
council meeting, Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course General Manager Tony Roberto 
thanked the councilors for their attending 


the workshop on Oct. 2 and felt good infor- 
mation was exchanged. 

“T think we got a lot of questions asked 
and answered,” said Roberto. “Since then, 
some of the councilors have come to see me 
at the course. I hope I have been able to an- 
swer their questions.” 

Roberto said on average, sales in 2014 
have improved by 31 percent from 2013. 
He is hopeful the course will end the golfing 
season in similar fashion. 

“We still have nine days left in October,” 
said Roberto. “But I am expecting us to 
come in right about 30 percent above last 
year.” 

Roberto also said he is looking into the 
point-of-sale system and parking lot lighting 
that has been suggested by city councilors to 
improve the business. 

Councilor George Bitzas said he was one 
of the councilors that visited the golf course 
to meet with Roberto. He has also spoken 
with Mayor Richard Cohen. Bitzas encour- 
aged his fellow councilors to do the same. 

“Their door is always open said,” Bitzas. 
“TI went there and asked several questions. 
I asked about paving of the parking lot and 
got answers. Please go to the golf course and 
you can get your answers.” 

Johnson, Perry and Letellier originally 
proposed the idea of an investigation in 
August. Cichetti suggested a workshop be- 
tween the council and golf course manage- 
ment would work better. The council hosted 
a workshop on Sept. 29, but golf course 
management came with their union attor- 
ney. Golf course management walked out on 
the meeting because they felt the council’s 
questions were interrogative. 

Cohen then called a special meeting of 
the council and compelled Roberto and the 
rest of the golf management team to answer 
questions from the council. Seven of the 11 
councilors attended and asked questions. 

Some councilors have been satisfied 
while others are still unhappy about the pre- 
vious loss of revenues.

are interested in the unique equipment used. 

“T think the most common question we get 
is, ‘what is that for?’” said Lemek. “‘That is 
what we are here for. To answers those ques- 
tions.” 

Lemek also said he enjoys bringing 
younger children into the ambulance. 

“A lot of people associate an ambulance 
with something really, really bad happen- 
ing,” said Lemek. “Kids see that on televi- 


sion, so it is scary for them. We like to bring 
the kids in the ambulance and show them 
how things work so they will not be scared if 
they have to come with us.” 

The Agawam Fire Department answers 
more than 3,500 calls per year. There are two 
stations and about 5O full-time firefighters 
on staff with a small contingent of “on-call” 
staff that are used in emergencies.

AGAWAM - The Agawam and 
South Hadley football teams knew 
last Friday night’s tilt had huge 
implications on the Suburban Con- 
ference.

opportunity to have their own theater. I really think they’re 
going to help me save it.” 

The campaign can be viewed at https://www.kickstarter. 
com/projects/1162696934/save-the-agawam-cinemas. 

Donors who pledge $15 or more will have their names 
inscribed on a banner in the lobby. Higher levels of support 
come with additional rewards. For instance, the $100 to $249 
level — currently the most popular, with 21 pledges as of 
Tuesday night — comes with a concession voucher, a clip of 
35 mm film and pass for unlimited movies for one person for 
one year. A pledge of $5,000 or more would include naming 
rights to the lobby, booth or one of the auditoriums, a free 
theater rental, an advertising slide to be shown before each 
film, two unlimited admission passes and a “backstage” tour 
of the cinema. 

Although she plans to show first-run films and plans to 
shorten the name to simply “Agawam Cinemas,” Wheeler 
said she wants to preserve some of the charms of the former 
discount theater. The tables on each row are staying, for in- 
stance. 

“The hometown theater we’re going to save is substantial- 
ly different, in a good way, from what you’re going to see in 
large commercial theaters,’ Wheeler said earlier this week. 
“Exceptional customer service, a more personal experience, 
very competitive prices from us.” 

Those prices will be higher than they were for second-run 
films, but substantially lower than the multiplex theaters in 
Chicopee and West Springfield. Adult evening tickets “will 
be most likely in the $7 range,” said Wheeler, with discounts 
for children, seniors, military personnel and matinee shows. 

Wheeler, an emergency medical technician by trade, will 
be the owner and manager of the theater. 

By Tuesday night, the Kickstarter campaign had met 19 
percent of its goal — about $7,700 — with 72 individual 
backers. The project will only be funded if the goal is met by 
5:08 p.m. on Saturday, Nov. 15. 

Wheeler said if the campaign raises more than $40,000, 
the additional funds will be used for other improvements

at the cinemas. Her first priority would be to improve the 
acoustics in the auditoriums — to match the upgraded sound 
system. Next would be to replace the screens.

Installing the second digital projector 
would face “‘a significant delay” until the single-screen the- 
ater makes enough profits to afford it. 

One of the auditoriums seats 266. The other seats 200. 

Two screens, said Wheeler, will allow her to show a wider 
variety of films than one. She has already hired a film booker 
and with two auditoriums, she plans to show three to four 
films each weekend.
